WAsnrINaToN, D. C., Aprit 3.—The story 
that ~ se carne Manning has charged 
Representative Springer, of Illinois, with 
having corruptly refused to vote for the seat- 
ing of Donnelly because he (Springer) had 
been indirectly promised a bribe if he would 
not vote against Washburne, lacks the es- 
sential foundation of. truth, if Congressman 
Manning himself is to be believed. The 
story of the row between Springer and Man- 
ning at the secret session of the Election 
Committee, when the final vote was taken in 
Washburn’s case, when Manning charged 
Springer with intentional deceit, and is even 
said to have shaken his fist in Spring- 
er’s face, has already been published in 
these dispatches. The subsequent sensa- 
tional ramors have grown out of this scene, 
and seem to have been elaborately orna- 
mented by the sdpportérs of Donnelly. The 
story is that on the 8th of Mareh the follow- 
ing letter was received at Mr. Springér’s 
house and Opened by his wird, Springer him- 
self being absent in New York:

FILIBUSTERS, 
AN ALLEGED 8CHE

Wasuineton, D. C., Abril B. The diteov- 
ery of a new scheme to send a filibustéring 
expedition to Cuba from some point on the 
coast of the United States was reported in 
ington this evening, The story, which 
seemed to have originated in NeW York, was 
that Lewes, Del., was to be the point of de- 
parture, and that the Spanish Minister in this 
city had received such definit information on 
the subject that-he had brought the matter to 
the attention of Secretary Evarts, who had 
taken efficient: measures to prevent 
the departure of any vessel on 
such an unlawful mission. The Span- 
ish in istor, or De. Vigo, when 
infotmed of these rumors dy R cotrespondent 
of Tur Tunern, said that he had for some 
time been aware, or at least had had reason 
to suspect, that 

SUCH AN EXPEDITION WAS FITTING OUT 
somewhere on the coast of the United States, 
but had been unable to discover the port 
from whieh it was to depart. He had no in- 
formation that it had been discovered at 
Lewes, but the situation of that port was so

WOOD-PULP. 

ARGUMENT OF THE MONOPOLISTS. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Trtwne, 
WaAsHINGTON, D. C., April 3.—The recent 
statemént made by the wood-pulp men that 
the tax on pulp is simply arevenue duty will 
not fail to attract attention when it is 
known that the pulp revenue in 1868 amount- 
ed to only $481, and that in the year 1879, ten 
years later, the total amount of revenue from 
that source had been reduced to 48 cents; 
yet the pulp men claim that this article, 
which yields but 48 cents, is a tariff for reve- 


nue. 
The New York World which arrived to- 


night announced that after Monday it will 


inerease its price one cent on account of the 
advance in paper. In making this announce- 
ment of an increase, the World says: “The 
combination of the flye monopolists who an. 
ufacture wood-pulp with the forty-six per- 
sohs who manufacture paper under a royalty 
from these monopolists, has suceeeded in tax- 
ing the millions of newspaper-readers for the 
ex¢lusive benefit of fifty-one persons. How 
long the 1 in the price of paper can be 
maintained is questionable, but the action of 
the Committee of Ways and Means leaves no 
hope of an immediate repeal of the tax which 
has brought about this increase.” 


QUARTERS IN JAI.

There can now remain no doubt that the 
Parliamentary elections in the United King- 
dom last week have resulted in a Liberal 
success, and that the Liberals will not only 
have a majority, but, as now seems proba- 
ble, a good working majority. In so large a 
llouse—num bering 652 members—a small ma- 
jority would not insure any party a long 
lease of power, since it might be overthrown 
by various combinations of circumstances 
which would be difficult to resist. That ad- 
mirable feature of the English political sys- 
tem by which the party in power can at any. 
time ascertain the wishes and temper of the 
people this time has notified Lord Beacons- 
field that they are notin accordance with his 
policy; that they do not appreve his mens- 
ures; and that they are deferthined to have

The 
foree of opposition to the introduction of rail- 
roads into the very domain of the Pope was 
overcome many rs ago. Riotous demon- 
strations against laying of tracks in cities 
have been very rare of late. Individuals 
have learned that the spirit of the age de- 
mands the sacrifice of personal and family at- 
tachments to the march of the railroad. The 
laws of all our States provide for the condem- 
nation and acquisition by purchase of prop- 
erty needed for public enterprises. It 
is astounding, therefore, that a man like 
Father Waldron, Who has lived in Chicago a 
great many years, is familiar with the growth 
of the city, and has been an observer of the 
manifold changes necessarily incident to 
such growth, sheuld seek to éxcite violent 
opposition tohnew railroad which is con- 
ceded on all sides to be of vast Importance to 
the material interests of the city.
